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PREFACE. 



The county of Devon, from its size, 
the extent of its coasts, and the variety 
of its soil and climate, cannot bnt pre- 
sent an interesting field of enquiry to the 
researches of the Botanist. We are as 
yet, however, but very imperfectly ac- 
quainted with the Botany of Devonshire : 
there are but few notices in our Floras, 
and these are for the most part confined 
to the sea coasts*. The lists in oiir topo-

graphical works are both meagre and 
imperfect : but as the West of England 
has within the last few years been vi- 
sited by man[y excelfent naturalists, and 
as several are likewise now resident 
within the limits of the county, it is to be 
hoped that they may be prevailed on to 
present theirdi8Coyerie8 to the public. A 
complete Flora Ihinmaniensis must be 
the work of many hands ; a single indivi- 
dual can hardly be expected to perform^ 
in a proper manner, an undertaking so 
very laborious and extensive. 

The following observations are the 
result of several excursions through 
Yarious parts of Devon and Cornwall.. 
Without possessing any other claim 
than accuracy, I hope they may be 
foimd; of service in assisting the re- 
searches of future Botanists. Some per- 
<§ons may perhaps feel surprised that I 
should in some instances have noticed 
the habitats of many common plants. It 
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shauljd, koweyer^ he.recollectedY that 
plants which are very common in soojie 
districts, are very rare in others ; and if 
any thing should ever be done on alaj^e 
scale, towards the elucidatiop of Ui^ 
geographical airsmgement of plants in 
this kingdom, we must.be provided.with 
copious li$ts for various .parts of the 
country. In fact, 1 have been m^ore 
anxious to record those . plants which 
are of common occurrence, than to poinl 
out extremely rare ones, which in most 
instances have escaped from gardens, 
and can hardly be considered as indi- 
genous. 

With respect to the Phaenogampus 
Plants, I have followed the nomencla- 
ture of the Flora Britamiica. The Musci 
are arranged according to Hooker's 
Muscologia BritauMca ; and in the ab- 
sence of a better guide I have used the 
last yolnuie oi Withering' s A^raageinent^ 
for the Lichens,

I must now acknowledge the assist- 
ance I have received from several ex- 
cellent Botanists.

rich and beautiful scenery; and within a few years 
has been considerably improved. The travel- 
ler will be particularly struck with the view 
from Bickleigh Bridge. We passed through Stoke 
Canon, a village near the eonfluence-of theExe and 
the Culm ; the banks were covered with Lytkntm 
SaUcaria, We then began to ascend Stoke Hill 
by a new road which has lessened the declivity. 
The view from the summit, at Mary Pole Head, 
i|i exquisite, and one of the finest in the county^ 
l^ome rare plants have been discovered near. 
Exeter, and are noticed in our Floras. At the 
Devon and Exeter Institution there is an exten- 
sive herbarium of British plants. A beautiful 
collection of Devonshire Musd was lately prcr 
sented by Mr. Greville. Many of these specimens 
are rare, and in fine preservation. 
. From Exeter we proceeded to Exmouth, a 
favourite bathing place. At Lympstone we ob- 
tained some specimens of Polycarpon tetraphyllum. 
Euphorbia peplU has been found at Exmouth and 
on the Warren. From Exmouth we crossed over 
to^ the Warren, a flat sandy tract extending about 
two miles along the coast ; a sand bank is formed 
b^ that ua^ful plant Arundo arenaria. We noticed 
the following plants — SaUcomia herbacea, Zostera . 
^^jn/arina, Omoobmhu SoldaneUa, Arenaria peploides. 



r, and Eupk^hiMpcrtbmdiea* la 
the marshes along the ri^er, the foUo wing-— 2Vt^ 
jfhiskm paktiire, Mpiophylhtm spicatum, and JS^drof 
charii 3t9riu&-rana. 

At the extremity of- the Warren the shore 
became rocky, the cU£& were lofty and romantic* 
The submersed rocks were covered with Sea Ane- 
monies. On the smnmit of the hill are some neat 
houses and a small inn: from, a terrace wci 
enjoyed some charming views. The varied out:^ 
line of the coast presented ^n appeara^ce that 
exceeded our expectations; the waves dashed^ 
gently beneath our feet, and the day being remark- 
ably fincy the brightness of the atmosphere gave a 
rich glow to the whole scene. 

Powderham Castle, the magnificent seat cC. 
Lord Courtenay , is surrounded with fine plantations* 
The pleasure-grounds are extensive, and laid out 
with considerable taste. The gardens contain a 
noblecoUectionof exotics; many of the plants had 
attained an extraordinary size and luxuriance^ 
opcasioned most probably by the mildness of the 
air. From Powderham the ascent to the Haldon , 
Hills is gradual; the road is very bad, being 
formed on a deep sandy soil. On the right is Oxton, • 
the seat of the Rev. John Swete. We foui^dj, 
OrobawAe major in abundance in the road leading to 
tlut house. . t 



Opposite is Mamhead, Ae admired seat Joi^&.t 
£arl of Lisbnme : the plantations in the parks are 
some of the finest in the cqnnty; they coiyer Ae, 
sides of the hill, even to the barren summits of 
Haldon. These noble woods are surmounted by 
an obelisk a hundred feet in height; it is con- 
structed of Portland stone, and is now in a state of 
decay — to have been durable it should have been 
built of granite. In Mamhead church-yard we 
observed Ancknsa tempervirens^ and near the F^r- 
aonage Vmca major. The latter plant was near a 
garden, and I have never observed it in Devon- 
shire in a place free from suspicion, although 
several habitats have been pointed out. I am even 
inclined to doubt its being indigenous. Vinca 
minor is undoubtedly wild, and is frequently met 
inth at a great distance from gardens. The ride 
from Mamhead to Dawlish is very pleasant. 

Dawlish is a fashionable resort during the sum- 
mer, and is a most delightful place. We observed 
the following plants — Valeriana rubra, Statice 
armeria, Cuscuta Epitkymum, Aw^hum Fceniculum, 
Sikne mariiima, Arenaria marina, Arenaria Pe- 
ploides, Eunices Cakile, Erodium cUmtarium, Ero* 
diummoickaium, AnthylliM vuhaeraria, and Piantago 
Corcnoptu. 

Teignmouth, another much frequented bathing 
placci is about three miles from Dawlish, The 



views up Ae jriver Teigii and along tlie coast arft 
very fine. iSi/e towja lias improved widiin « few 
years in a surprising manner^ and the lodging- 
house. »e genflHifly oocapied during the sunmer. 
We jEUMxched tihe rojcks about Teignmouth very 
diligently for Cynoglotsum Omphahdetf said by 
Polwhele to have been found there. Our search 
was unsuccessfol; and I think some other plant 
must have b^en mistaken for it, as no odier bo- 
tanisl^uui iconfinned the habitat, and ^he soudiera 
CQffip }^ bA<?p better explored th?tp Wy Qther pi^ft 
of B^yoi^sbw.

From Teignmouth we sailed to Babicombe, 
a Tillage on die coast near Torbaj. We landed^ 
pn some rocks at the entrance of the bay» thej 
were covered with Samphire (Criihtmtm marM^ 
nmm). flaying canght a fine view of the bay and 
its picturesque shores, we landed at Babicombe, 
a romantic village .consisting of a few houses scat- 
tered up and down a narrow glen. We found the 
fiollowing, plants on the rocks near the villag< 
Jhriiieum hUaeemm, Sdlla vema, Spiraa filii 
iMa, Sed^rn rypegire, and Ophryt apt/era. . 

Near Babicombe is Mary Church, surrounded . 
with marble rocks. The Church stands on an 
elevated spot.. At Babicombe and Mary Church . 
aome of the most beautiful Devonshire marbles 
are obtained; the quarries are extensive. At 
Mary Church we found — Chirmiia pukhella, Vicuit > 
laikyroides^ Anihemis arventii, and Idchm lentigerus, 
, We visited Kent's Hole, an extensive cavern: 
formed in a lime-stone rock. At its entrance we 
found Veronica montana,

fertile tract of land. From Totness Castle we com- 
mand a magnificent view of the surrounding country. 
The sail down the Dart to Dartmouth, presents a 
variety of scenery almost unrivalled. We were 
charmed with a continued succession of delightful 
views, until we arrived at Dartmouth. 

Dartmouth has been frequently described. Its 
trade, which was formerly consideriible, has 
within a few years declined. A Castle defends 
the entrance of its harbour — a noble expanse of 
water. The views on the high hills around the 
town are deservedly admired. The Start Point 
'stretching into the sea is a prominent object. 

We noticed the following plants — Valeriana 
rubra and Anehusa sempervirens, plentiM near the 
town. Plantago maritima and Hieracium nmhella- 
ium^ at the Castle. Bartsia viscasa, in fields above 
the Castle. 

From Dartmouth we crossed the ferry to 
Ringswear, a village directlyopposite; and observed 
the remains of Kingswear Castle, on the edge of 
the water. It is opposite Dartmouth Castle, and 
is entirely in ruins ; only a few walls are left, 
covered with grass anJ brambles. A little further 
-are the ruins of another Castle, facing tiie main sea. 

A pleasant ride through a hilly country broujj^ht 
ttt to Brixham, a fishing town in Torbay. Brix-

bam bo^s rapidly iooreasi^ in sisie. A n^w FUr 
was begun o^ tbe 4tb of June 1003. We were4hew» 
Ibe spot wbere William tbe Tbird first lande4s b^ 
November 1688 ;— surelj ^ome monument ought 
to be erected to commemorate an- event 90 unpo^- 
tant in its consequences. 

A walk along tbe shore conducted us to the 
lofty promontory of Berry (or rather Barrow) 
Head. It received its name from some barrows 
that once covered it, Tbeae tumuli, so common obt 
projecting headlands, have entirely disappeared. 
Berry Head terminates the range of hills to the 
south of Brixham;. it rises many hundred feet 
above the ocean^^andy notwithstanding its very ex- 
posed situation,, is covered w^tb barracks. The 
Tiews along the coast are singvlarly beautiful. 

We noticed the following plaata — Sa^biostt ea- 
tumbaria, Plantago nuiritima, Sdlia anlngmaflt, 
flupborlna portUmdica^ Spircw^lipendula, Cardum 
eriopkonu, and Carduustenuifiarui. When at Berry 
^ead, I was not aware that Chr^$oooma /tuoiyrif 
(Eng. Bot. t. 2506) had been found there in a wild 
state. 

From Brixham we continued our tour along the 
shores of Torbay, and then returned to Newton* 
Beyond the town we passed over the Teign on a 
range of narrow bridges, wbich gives name to the 
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Hnralry, wbioh is occmmmmUj immdatod. Tbe 
ipm of Tcigngrae^ Ghui^h, ruiBg aboTt flie 
t^s^ is a pleasing objeet i tke vale Is beamded by 
nrvefal ebaifts of blue distant hifls. Tbe payiab 
sf KiAgsteignton ppoduees settle ef tbe best Devour 
lUre <days: manyof the fidds and heaths afs 
ofovered wil^ deserted clay pits, Bemains of 
•ttolettl stream titt*wori[s are observed at sevearal 
fdaees. 

The botany of the viciftity islikewise itttffirestiiig; 
iNftfov a list Of the plants we observed, i beg leave 
iOTefevte the Appendix* I shsdl, howevcr».liere 
unjoin a lew observatioBson the habitat of Snfd* 
mm bmr harea . This plaint is common ia various 
mfts^of ]>eyon8hire. I have noticed it at Chud- 
irighyf eiginmonth, LAstleigh, Tavistock, andedier 
daces in the county. At Kingsteignton we tbund 
pm the turnpike road near Sandy Gate, and in 
iM marshesiieer Telgnbridge. Withering likewise 
lotices it as common in Devonshire. I was there- 
tee rather surprised at a rraaark in the Botanisf s 
ikdde, where it is stated that this plant is very rare 
9 Devonshire; was never observed but once, and 
hen it was suspected to have esoaped from a gar* 
tin. I think in some instances it nrast have been 
ijstaken for Epydimtm jmwm», wlueh has been 
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observed growing wild at varioils places/ftnd.wak 
discovered by Dr. Beeke at KingsteigntoiL — 'FrxHH 
Kingsteignton we returned to Exeter, over Haldbn. 
Our next excursion was to Plymouth. At 
Shillingferdy about three miles from Exeter^ we 
found Anckuia iemptrmreM and Vincamimn' by the 
road side, in great abundance. A rugged road ii|p 
a steep acclivity brought us to the summit of Hal- 
don. The views from Haldon have been described 
by some of our tourists, and are deservedly admi* 
red for their extent and variety. The Haldon hills 
are an elevated barren ridge abounding in peat 
bogSy and for the most part covered with heathy 
furze, and whortleberries. The grasses that com«f 
pose the turf are Nardm sirictaf Agro9ti$ $etnc§ag 
Aira caryophyllea, Aira pngcax,, AHthaxanthuui odn^ 
ratum^ Poa decumbem, Avena pratensis, F^uctt 
ibMrvucula^ and Feitum ortna. 

In the bogs we foimd-^Pinguieula Inriiamca^ 
Campanula hederacea, Scutellarim minor, and Nat^ 
thfidum omfraguM. 

. Leaving the barren heights of HaldoBi we de^ 
scended some steep hills, and soon reached Chud-^ 
leigh, a neat market town, nearly destroyed by 
fire on the 22nd of May 1807, but now rebuilt. 
The scenery around Chudleigh is exquisite beypnd 
the pollers of description. Chudleigh Rock and 
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the m^;nificent #ood8 and park of Ugbrooke are 
WeH known points of attraction*. 

' From Chudleigh we made a short ekcnrsioli 
aloihgdie hanks of the Teigii to Canon Teign, the 
romantic seat of Lord Exmouth. Near it, is the 
retired village of Christowe. We noticed the fol*- 
lowing plants— Soii^icuorAa officmaUs^ in marshes 
along the river ^ (Jampanula kederacea, LeonwruB 
eanfioea, and Antirrhinum repeiu, near Kennock 
kiln; Fmmaria eltwiaUata^ Ormihapus perpnnUui^ 
and Omnmda regalis^ on the banks of the Teign. 

A pleasant ride- brought us to Ashbiirtoil* 
About a mile from the town, in the Pljmonth road| 
we found Melittis grandificra in great abundance. 
The habitat is mentioned in the Flora Britannica^ 
ToL ii. p^ d44. This plant is not nncommon in 
several parts of the South of Devony and has bee» 
noticed as a distinct species from Melitti$ meHsso- 
pfttf^^m only within a few jears. I suspect that 
M> mehsiophyllum has never been found in Devon- 
shire ; I have several times made diligent search 
without success, and am almost certain that 
M. grandifhra has been mistaken for it Sir J. E.

As we approached the romaatie yiUage of Ivy 
JBrtdge, the country on oar right assumed a wiU 
appearance, overtopped by a lofty barren hiH; 
on the summit were three large barrowa: this hfll 
is on Dartmoor, and is called Three Barrow Tbrr« 
Mr. Anderson noticed Sedum t^ephimm and Rosa 
t^meittotay near Brent. Near Ivy Bridge, dnthe 
banks of the £rme, we observed Ckenopodinm 
pefyipermum, SteUaria uligmota, Vida latkynndeif 
Fasfua eoiUmea, Salix einerea, Oswumda rtgaSi, 
and Aipidium JiUx'-fmmiiuu 

Nothing of consequence occurred beyond Ivy 
Bridge; and passing very rapidly through a 
fine cultivated country we entered Plymouth. 
During our stay we were too much engageid, in 
inspecting the nuraeroua interesting objects ht 
the immediate neighbourhood, to undertake any 
botanical excursions. 

At Plymouth we determined pii a tour ihrpu^h 
Cornwall; and having crossed the Hamoa;^ w^e

These wretched places are boroughs ! and con- 
tain nothing whatever worthy of notice, We 
obser^'ed the following plants — Festuca ehti^r.r 
near Mount Edgecumbe. Vochinariu officis^ulu and 
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iF'mcmt nodotus, at MiHbrook. Between Millbrook 
and Grftfthole — Sednm AngHcum, R6$avUloMf Btt- 
fnmculwi parvifioTHi, and JBhftimnm barbareti. Oa 
the shore near Crafthdie we found the aame plantu 
«8-are common on the Deronshire coast; viz. Ccmv^ 
vulus soldanella, Statice armeria, SUene fnariHwKtf 
■Ckelidonium glaUdutHy AntkyiUsvuineraria, and B%^ 
nioi cakile. Likewise the following — Statice Kmth 
mnm, Domcum mnritimusi Beta martftma, Erodkak 
tiiButariumf Ckironia puicheUa, on the cliffs. Vmk^ 
fianadentata, plentiful in the corfiO elds. TtifoiinU 
tuffocatum, Trifolium striatum ; a variety, if not a 
distinct species, of Rubiaperegrina, the same which 
is mentioned in the Botanist's Guide, bj Mr. Dilt 
wyn, as growing wild on the cliffs at Dover. Be- 
tween Crafthole and Looe, the following — Agrd* 
itU ttohnifera, in great abundance on the clrffs-:

About two miles from Fowey we found the 
sides of the road covered with Sibthorpia enropied;

I 
tad 8«aie doubts reepecling it ; hat Mr« Anderaon 
ffaa qttiie eerlain that it was Ibe true plajtt. We 
>and it in a field near the cliffs between PolcArras . 
Bd Parreembe. Crossing an arm of the Aea on a 
ade wooden bridge^ we noticed tiie church of St. 
Masey . Parrcenbe had formerly a comsiderable 
kare inihe pilchard fishery, but the quantity «f ik)I1 
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dttg from the mines and brought down from the ad* 
joining hills has blocked up the harbour, the ships 
can no longer enter, and the trade has of course 
declined. We observed some ruined houses near 
the beach. 

We continued our journey along the bay, and 
visited the Poth Stream-works, famous for the 
quantity of tin they formerly produced. Dr.Maton 
has given an excellent account of these works. 
We were here presented with the first appearance 
of the mining country, and passed on to the rich 
Crennis mine, which has only been worked for a 
few years: we examined every thing connected 
with this mine, and descended into it. 

We reached St. Austle the same evening. 
We noticed the following plants between Fowey 
and St. Austle : — Galium uliginoiumf Radiola mUk- 
grana, Potamogeton pmillum. Campanula hederacea, 
Rumex aquaticus, Juncu8 bulboiut. Armaria tmoKir 
Jblia, Reseda lutea, Thymus nepetay Sibihorpia 
eurap(Ba, Anthemis nobilis, Carduus temtiJloruM and 
marioMU^ Carex ccespitosa and arenaria^ and FaguM 
caatanea. 

St. Austle is a respectable town, though not a 
borough; and it may be remarked by the most in- 
attentive observer, that the right of representa- 
tion in Cornwall always varies inversely with the

i» and importance of tlueu town. The country 
lM>nt St. Aostle is very dreary ; extensive heatlis 
psead in every direction : the heaps of soil and the 
orbid streams of water indicate the. mines which 
re plentiful in this neighbourhood. The celebrated 
'olgooth Mine, of which there is an account in Dr. 
[ftton's work, has been abandoned for some years. 

We passed through Grampound and Trc- 
omjf two most wretched boroughs : nothing can 
xceed the desolate aspect of the latter, many 
f the houses having been pulled down to diminish 
he number of voters. 

Beyond Tregony the country was more diver- 
ified than any part we had yet seen in the county-;. 
le woods around Trewarthenick, the seat of Mr. 
^regor, reminded us of Devonshire. We passed 
irough Ruan Lanyhome, a village many years the 
dsidence of the Rev. JohnWhitaker, the antiquary, 
'ko died 30th October 1808, aged 73. Keeping 
•morran Creek on our right, we proceeded over 
3me fields, and explored several bogs near Phil- 
lok. On a rising ground near St. Just, a view of 
almouth and its fine harbour, inclosed with hills 
id filled with ships, burst upon us — the West India 
Det had just arrived : the view was truly beautiful ; 
dd a greater profusion of trees was only wanting 
i make it complete. At St Mawes we entered 
boat, and landed near Pendennis Castle. 
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Falmcmtb is a liirely and weMMnifll towiB* the 
adranfagen of &e harbour ksre beott loe nraclid^ 
regarded. From tke kouse aad ganieftt of a gov* 
fleman whom we Tisited, we were gratifiodi wiA 
fine yiews of Falmoatk bay and the ragged coasM 
the prospect was terminated bj the Manai^Sy a 
dangerous group of rocks (Parting oat of the sea 
at the entrance of the bay ; they are at a short dis- 
tance from the land, yessek can sail round theou 
An accurate survey of the coast has been taken by 
the late Admiral Bligh and Captain Hurd. 

Near Falmouth is Swan Poc^, a large basin of 
water that does not communicate with the sea ; the 
surf occasionally breaks down the embankment, but 
it soon forms again. It has been in agitation to 
drain this pool. The embankments at Swan Po^ 
Looe Pool near Helstone, and at several other 
places along the southern coast, if destroyed, are 
again quickly formed : this circumstance is a strong 
argument against the opinion of Dr. Hutton akHl 
Mr. Playfair — that the rivers are carrying downa 
sediment, and depositing itin the bottom of the ae*', <: 
to form the materials of new continents. The banks 
above mentioned, particularly the one at S^w^r 
Pool, are formed entirelyof sand and other materials 
thrown up by the sea. Near Swan Pool are some 
lead mines; the soil brought from these workit 
proves totally destructive to vegetable life, and is

.^.Mr. Anderson remarked that there was a less variety of 
species of the genus StUist in Cornwall, than in any other part 
of the kingdom he had ever explored. Mr. Anderson liad 
paid particular attention to Willows, and had visited every 
pitet of Great EritaiDy io pursuit of the different species.

We now bent our course towards tlie Lizard, 
and crossed the Hele at Helford ferry, where the 
river forms a large estuary ; the banks on both 
sides are covered with woods. We had a plea- 
sant passage across the river ; and having turned 
lo. the left, entered the beautiful vale of Menacfaan, 
a charming spot inclosed with woods and rocks^ 
and celebrated for producing the Menachanite, 
"^hich we found in the sand of a small stream in a 
valley near the sea. 

' Beyond St. Keverne we advanced towards the 
Goonhilly Downs, which spread over a consider- 
able part of the interior of the peninsula. On these 
downs we observed some barrows, but they had 
all been opened. We passed some time engaged 
in our botanical pursuits ; the rarest plant we no- 
ticed was Erica vagans, in great abundance : we 
afterwards found it near Mullyan, and at Zenar, 
im the north coast, very sparingly at the latter 
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place. Aft the evening adyanced We left the do^ttnii^' 
and proceeded towards the Lizard* Thegenend 
fapect of the country was very dreary. At the ex«* 
tremity of a barren heath we observed the snuil 
village of Landewenack better known by the 
name of Lizard Church Town. Landewenack i$ 
the most southemly parish in England ; the Lizard 
Point is at no great distance from the church. We. 
could procure no accommodations at this village^' 
and were forced to pass the night at a small inn at 
Suan Minot. It is very unusual for strangers to 
pass a night in this retired part of the county^ 
travellers generally return either to Helstone or 
Falmouth. Ruan Minor is near the sea; the 
country is pleasant, abounding in picturesque 
vallies. We rose at an early hour the next motn- 
ing, and obtained a useful guide, who was weU 
acquainted with the country around the Lizard> one 
Benedictus Polglaza, whose romantic name be- 
spoke his Cornubrian origin. 

We explored the whole coast from Kedgworth 
Cove to the Soap Rock. The creeks were nume- 
rous, at some places almost inaccessible, though 
open to the sea. A few fishing huts lay scattered- 
up and down the rocks and on the beach. The 
^pearance of the rocks was very striking, run- 
ning into the sea, and opposing a firm barrier 
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te4iM wft7M. The weatfur ffored voeommmd]^

I am indebted to Mr. Anderson for the foUowiiig 
remarks on this plant : '* The Genista found «lf 
the Liaand Point differs from G. Hnct&tia, in being^- 
always prostrate, leaves always pilose, not qMi^ 
sessile, and the flowers being always in a crowded

It differs from G.pilua found at 
Biury, and described in the Flora Britannica, in 
the. leavea being more acute, and not recurved, the 
whole plant n^ore luxuriant than that species in 
iU gcowthi the flowers larger and almost sessile. 
ji a|ipear9 to me to be a distinct species." 

. Paaaing; the Hut Point, we proceeded to the 
farthest point of the Lizard ; the whole coast is 
extremely rude and romantic; a number of 4imall 
islands are detached from the main land, and the 
biJ^ows were beating against the rocky shore with 
great violence. Two octagonal light-houses hav« 
been lately erected* 

Beyond the Lixard we visited Kynance Cove, 
and descended by a winding road formed for carts 
to remove the sand : the rocks in this cove were 
more roifiantic than any we had before met with ; 
they were scattered about in the strangest order, 
risiqg from the sea to a considerable height. Th^ 
Cove is inclosed on all sides by these singular 
masses of rock, forming at several places natural 
arches and caverns which can only be visited at low 
Wfier. 

At no great distance from Kyiiance Cove is the 
celebrated Soap Rock ; it is used for making por- 
celain. When wo visited the spot, no labourers

were employed in the work. The mtnenil is itf^ 
sited in a hard matrix of serpevtiae at the extrt-i 
mitj of a yallej that extends to the sea; 

Pursuing our joumejr over the downs towards 
Mullian, at a distance firom any habitation we foond 
AlHumichcenoprasum* This plant is extrenteljrrare 
in a wild state in this kingdom. Bfr. Anderson took 
some bulbs widi him, which he afterwards oritr- 
rated in his garden at West Ham, and has as- 
sured me that he is quite certain it is tibie plant in 
question. It did not grow Tory abundantlj, 

Mullian is a small village ; and here we parted 
with our guide. Before he left us I made some 
inquiries of him respeoting the old Cornish lan- 
guage, of which we had not y^ observed any traces 
whatever: his answers on the subject were rather 
Indeterminate. He thoiight thstt several old people 
about ihe Lizard could speak the language; he 
could not give their names, but they might be 
found on inquiry. He could himself tM>unt twMity 
in the language when a boy. Although I am not 
very sanguine respeoting the recovery of this an- 
cient dialect, yet the remote situation of the I^sard 
wouM perhaps render a search in its neighbour- 
hood more successful than in any other part of the 
county. 

Advancing over the cliffs towards Heistone 
we obscn'ed some barrows on the right ; they had 
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aU beea opened. Hayii^ readied die htglie&t pointy 
we wUced a «aa4y open h^stch. that extended to 
Looe P4»ol, a coBsiderable pieee of water uncon- 
nected with the sea : the river Looe empties itaelf 
ittl^ it; tjie banks are covered with woods ; and the 
phurch of Helstone^ about two niiles up the riveri^ 
i$ A.piaaiiiiig^f^bjiiGt We had a tiresome journey 
along the sandy shore> but were much gratified

We Wr 
observed a range of barren hills itretchingf 
away towards the Land's £nd» and the highest 
we had yet seen in Cornwall. On a rbing ground' 
a few miles from Marazion we were gratified with 
a fine view of Mount's Bay. St. Michaers Mount,' 
rising from the bay to the heighl^f 300 feet, wt# 
a most singular and strikii^ object* -^

Having satisfied our curiosity^ we pro- 
ceeded towards the I^and's End. The pvospet^t 
was very barren — not a tree or a shrub to bo-neM; 
the fields were inclosed by walls fonMod. of lM|Q 
blocks of granite. The village of SeniMM^ wherQ 
wealept, is about a nrile fipom.the Land's. Siud^ 
Although our expectations were raised by th^4^ 
scriptions we had read ^f this eaotremity ,o( ofu^^ 
island, we were more than gratified by the s<)|ene 
itoelf. I think the rocks were more tremendous 
in thw sppearance, .even tl^an those of Ci^^flet 
Treryn. The blocks of granite are piled on one. 
another in a most surprising maimer ; ben^th are, 
sevend caverns. Our search for A^^agug' qjj^ 
emaliif which has been found on the rocks between 
^e Land's End . and Oastle Treryn, was not suc- 
cessful. The only plant we observed was StatUe 
mmeria growing in large bunches on the barren 
rocks. 

On the following day wq. proceeded towards 
St. Just This part of. the cdiinty is very hilly, 
and on the tops of the hills are the remains of an- 
cient fortiO cations, generally attributed to the 
£{a|tc&. Wc explored several of the lofty earns 
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jtMnt St. JxitA, and rebelled Penzance in the eTeiH' 
iBg; Th» next noraing we set off for St. Ire^ on 
th©^ northern coast; the road was rtry dreary, 
We^pasaed sMae tiatie in exploring antiqntti^ near 
Laii3r«>ii; and having gratified onr curiosity, we 
readied Zennar Chnreh Town. Oar principal 
icidiiceai^it for visiting Zennar was to find Oau- 
m^wMPMrnug^. The late Rer. T. Tbompson, of 
Penzanee*, (fro» whose description Dr. Wiliier- 
kig iKras indneed |o SMike this plant a distinct spe- 
cies from Daucus carota,) informed Dr. Pennecic 
thai he obteHied hie specimens ^m the roclcs at 
Zennar, and we found it on the cliflfs near the sea ; 
it waS' the sjame phmt we had already noticed on the 
De^oii asfid Cornish coasts^. Sit* J. E. Smith in the 
Flora firitannica thought it was only a rariety of 
Ikmen$ earoim, 

Mr. Anderson haying sent some specimens we 
celleeted at Zennar to Mr. Sowerby, it faas beeii 
figured in the English Botanj as a distinct species. 
If differs from Daucm carota in the leares being

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smooth and shining; the leafits obtuse ; the stem 
hairy ; and root white. I am rather inclined to 
think it is only a variety. 

Zennar is situated near the sea, surrounded by 
lofty cams. The whole country about St. Ives is 
very dreary. The town is situated at the extre- 
mity of a fine bay« In the road leading to Trer 
genna Castle, the seat of Mr. Stephens, we found 
Scropkuhria scoradonia in great abundance. 

We noticed the following plants about the 
Land's End. 

Near BoUeit : — Mentha roiundifolia, and Car-. 
duu8 acantkoides. 

Near Castle Treryn : — Droseralongifolia, Nar-. 
thedum ossifragum^ Sedum telephium, and Cock" 
learia officinalis. 

Near the Land's End : — Radiola millegrana^ 
Lycopus arvensis, Scirpus multicaulis, Bartsia viS' 
cosa. Genista pilosa, Salix prastrata, and Salix adt 
scendens. 

Near St Just : — Avena strigasa. Sir J. E. Smith 
.will not admit this species of Avena among our in- 
digenous plants. Mr. Anderson however, as- 
sured me that he discovered it growing quite wild 
between Penzance and St. Ives. 

On the Lanyon Coit: — Lichen Jlavicans. £ng« 
Bot. t. 2113. 
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• Between Zetinar and Mawgan: — Rudioh mil-^ 
tegrana, Cuscuta epitbi^um. Erica vagans, Cerikn- 
Hum tetrandrum, Erodium maritimuni^ Genista pi- 
losa, Salix repens, and Aspleniutn maritimum. 

About St. Ives : — Pinguicula luntani^a, Bart- 
Ha viscasa, Osmunda regalis, and Aspknium Ian- 
ceolatum. 

In the corn-fields about Zennar and St. Ives 
we discovered a species of Bras$ica which an- 
swers in almost every respect to Brassica cam- 
pestris. I have observed the same plant about 
Moreton and North Bovey, in Devonshire. This 
plant being, however, extremely rare in England, 
I expressed some doubts to Mr. Anderson on the 
subject. In answer to my letter,, he says, ** My 
specimens are not quite competent to ascertain 
decidedly thi^ rare species. I intend to cultivate 
ii." His sudden death prevented my hearing again 
from him on the subject. I hope some future bo- 
tanist will determine the point.. There was no- 
thing particularly interesting ta detain us at St. 
Ives. We crossed the river Heyl^ and found Eu- 
phorbia paraUas in great abundance on the sandy 
shore. 

Beyond Heyl the country became hilly, and as 
wc approached Camborne the miutes began to ap- 
pear. The celebrate J Carn-breh Hill terminates 
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the range of hills to the east of Cambome. The 
only interesting plant we found on Carn-breh was 
Ckanpanula hederacea, Redruth is in the centre of 
the mining district. Thence we proceeded to St. 
Michaels, a truly wretched borough, consisting 
only of a few houses, and without any place of 
public worship ; — a Cornish borough is sufficient 
to damp even the enterprising spirit of the Wes- 
leyan Methodists. I conversed with many sen- 
sible men in Cornwall,^[>n the state of their repre- 
sentation ; and they all agreed in reprobating it, 
and declared that the boroughs were the bane ol 
the county. 

In a ditch near the road leading to Bodmin, 
four miles from St. Michael's, we found JSvociifli 
fiUfarme* This plant is not uncommon in Corn- 
wall : we were rather too early for it. 

Near St. Columb a more agricultural diatriei 
appeared than we had yet noticed. This impro* 
ving scene did not continue long. About six miles 
from Bodmin we entered on Gorse Moor, and 
Laving turned out of the turnpike road we visited 
the Reebe Roeks. The road which conducted-us 
to Bodmin was by far the best we had met with 
in the county.

Hare Down, near Bodmin: — Ppmt tarminaiii, 
and Carex paniadata. 

Bodmin was principally interesting to ns in 
consequence of that rare plant Ligusiicum corrn^ 
biense being found wild onlj in its neighbourhood* 
The Kev. Mr. Gilbert, to whom we had a letter of 
introduction, very politely sent his servant to con* 
dnet us to the spot. We found the plant growing 
very abundantly two miles north-west of Bodmin^ 
on Hare Down, half a mile abore Dumnere river. 
Having obtained some specimens, we determined 
to pass over to St. Neofs. In the valley at the 
foot of Hare Down, some large trees have been 
lately dug up» not nocJb decayed, and one of them 
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mfforded more than sixty feet of good timber* We 
forded the river, the bridge having been washed^ 
away by the winter floods, and ascended the hill 
opposite Hare Down : the scenery reminded Mr# 
Anderson of Wales. The Dunmere ran through 
a narrow dell ; the hills were covered with brush- 
wood. The woods abound in game, but the pheasants 
and red game have disappeared. We passed over 
^ part of the Temple Downs, an extensive dreary 
waste. St. Neot's is in a wooded valley, watered 
by a small river : the country about the village is 
i^iclosed ; a belt of barren heaths closes the pro>-^ 
spect to the north. The church is dedicated to St*, 
^eotus a relation of King Alfred. St. Clere is 
about four miles from St. Neot's. The church t» 
almost concealed by some groves of fine trees. 
The Holy Well is near the church, in a sweetly- 
sequestered spot : it appears to have been once in-" 
<;losed with walls ; the front wall only remains at 
present; the water Hows into the well under a 
small arch. Near the well is a cross* Som& 
curious properties are attributed to the water.. 
This holy well is now entirely deserted. We did not 
taste any thing remarkable in the water; it was not 
impregnated with any metallic substance. The^ 
parish of St. Clere is celebrated for its antiquities.- 
We visited the other half stone, supposed to have. 
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been a monnmeht erected to the memory of DuiH 
gerth king of Cornwall, who was accidentallji 
drowned in the adjoining river; the Trevethey 
Stone, the largest cromlech in the county ; the 
Long Stone, the Hurlers, and the Cheese Wrings 
en the Carraton Downs^ a dreary range of hills, 
1208 feet above the level of the sea. We wer<? 
detained so long at St. Clere, that it wa^ very 
late when we reached Callington, the last town we 
visited in Cornwall. The road leading to Tavir 
stock conducted us over large tracts of uninclosed 
ground. On the top of a high hill we observed 
two barrows. The beautiful scenery on the banki 
of the Tamar now reminded us of Devon. We 
turned out of -the direct road to visit Cotehele, a 
seat of the Earl of Mount Edgecombe, which has 
been frequently described. Delighted with the 
views on the banks of the Tamar, we continued 
for some time in the neighbourhood of Cotehele.. 

As we drew near the bridge that connects the 
jcounties, we again entered on a mining district. 
Campanula hederacea grows in great abundance in 
^he road leading to the bridge. 

We likewise noticed the following plants. At 
the Cheese Wring: — Spergula nodosa. At Cote- 
hele : — Hypericum androscemum and Krodium mart- 
iinium. On the Bridge over the Tamar : — Asplenium 
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i^rtan mUvmch. In tke Meadows n«ar the Bi4dge 
i|i great abimdance; Erffmmum karbarim,

The forest of Dartmoor is but a few miles firem 
Tavistock. We passed some daya on ^ose dreary 
wilds : with the exception^ however, oi crppto« 
gamous plants, we were rather disappoiated. 
JBnopkorfitm vaginatum covers extensive tracts^ 
Sorbui duouparia is found on the highest torra. In 
the bogs on the moor and its vicinity we fwmA 
Pinguicula luntanica. Campanula hederaoeoi Nar^ 
thecmm ouifragumf and SowteUaiia minor. 

The most common grasses and plants, on Dai^ 
moor are the following : — Nardkt strieia, MeHea 
ccerulea, Agrostis vulgaris, Juncus iquarro8UB, EHia 
tetralix, cinereOf and vulgaris, TormentUla offici- 
nalis, Euphrasia odontites, and Pohfgala vulgaris. 
Several parts of Dartmoor would do admirably 
well for the cultivation of the Fiorin grass {Agro* 
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9Ht siotan^era). This is not a common grass in 
Devonsliire ; its jAace is supplied by the common 
bent grass (Affratiii vulgarit). 

In a well cultivated Held near the prison we ob- 
served Daclyiiff gtameritta, Poa irivialisy Lolivm 
]peiiettii«^ and Tfifb^iil ea«/ieilre and re/iai«» These 
Were most probably sown, as fliey do jiot appear 
to 'be the ^natural produce of Dartmoor. 

At the Waterfall of Lidford, on the borders of 
the moor, we observed Veronica c^icinalU,MtHum 
ejfusum^ MeHat unijlora, Juncus maximtu, Rubus 
carim, TReracium umbellatum, Papaver cckmbriaimt 
and Ijfeum urbannm. On Sourton Common j — Rma 
spmoiisHma. Oakhampton Church: — Aspknium 
ruta-mvraria» 

Having traversed the dreary wilds of Manaton, 
we ascended to the elevated range of the High Tor 
Rocks. The downs are covered with Whortle- 
berries (Vaccimnm myrtillus), and on the rocks we 
found Spergula nodosa, and Hieracium murorum. It 
is rather unusual to find the former plant in such 
a situation. These rocks are covered with curious 
Lichens, which I shall notice in the Appendix. 

A rapid descent brought us to Bovey Heathfield, 
a large swampy heath near the village of Bovey 
Tracey. We noticed the following plants on the 
Heathfield: — Veronica scutellata, Sdrpw multi-

Beyond Bovey Traccy the country becomes 
very hilly and picturesque towards Moreton- 
Hampstead. In a future publication I intend to 
give a particular description of the scenery and 
antiquities about Moreton and on the Forest of 
Dartmoor.
